WPA Wage Scales 
Whi le In Capitol 


While at Washington, James H. 
Quinn, president of the local Build- 
ing Trades Council discussed the 


president of the Building Trades 
Department of the A. F. of L. 

According to McDonough’'s state- 
ment, Harry L. Hopkins, 
works administrator, has taken a 
reversed decision on the prevail- 
ing wage scales on WPA—he 
now decided as to the advisability 
of incorporating the prevailing 
wage scale on WPA in preference 
to the “security wage.”

Only a few weeks ago, Hopkins 
announced that the prevailing scale 
would be paid, but since then, when 


approached by union leaders at 
Washington, has taken a decided 
reverse decision and refuses to 


discuss the scales. 

Both Quinn and McDonough said 
that labor leaders at Washington 
have done all within their power 
to have the prevailing scale incor- 
porated on all WPA projects. 

Union leaders here and in other 
parts of the nation, Quinn said, 
have refused to allow their union 
mechanics to work on WPA unless 
the “prevailing wage” was paid. 
The wage scales are entirely under 
the supervision of state directors 
and administration officers, accord- 
ing to reports.

TEAMSTERS’ STATEMENT REGARDING OAKLAND 
TRIBUNE CONTROVERSY 


To the General Public: 

On October 11, 1935, eleven truck drivers employed by 
the Oakland Tribune Publishing Company voluntarily 
made application to become members of the Brotherhood 
of Teamsters and Auto Truck Drivers’ Union, Local No. 
70, of Alameda county with the express intention of better- 
ing their wages and working conditions through the med- 
ium of collective bargaining, a principle established by the 
Government of the United States under the leadership of 
our great president, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, whereby 
economic conditions of the wage earner could be negotiated 
in an orderly fashion without any interference in the 
normal trend of the workings of industry. The applicants 
to the Brotherhood of Teamsters employed by the Oakland 
Tribune Publishing Company, authorized the union to 
negotiate with their employer following which action two 
of the applicants were dismissed by the Publishing Com- 
pany for the reason that they had made application to be- 
come union men. 

At the time the men made their applications to become 
union men they were receiving a niggardly compensation 
of $17.50 per week, the highest scale being paid amounting 
to $27.00 per week, this so-called higher amount being 
paid to only one driver. We believe that the drivers 
employed by the Oakland Tribune had a very just reason 
to seek the support of an established agency in order that 
they could use their American prerogative of making an 
effort to establish a wage based on a standard that would 
enable themselves and families to live in decency and com- 
fort. For usurping the rights of an American citizen in 
endeavoring to secure better working conditions they were 
rewarded by their employer with a DISCHARGE thereby 
depriving the men of their livelihood. We claim that this 
action on the part of the Oakland Tribune Publishing 
Company is unfair and in our opinion is a violation of the 
fundamentals of our democracy. 

As an evidence of the determination of the Oakland 
Tribune Publishing Company to intimidate their truck 
drivers from becoming members of an organization of their 
own choosing, permit us to state that immediately upon 
the Publishing Company receiving information that their 
truck drivers had made application to become union mem- 
bers the company immediately caused to be circulated 
among the men mentioned the following petition: 


“We the undersigned drivers of the Oakland 
Tribune Publishing Company hereby withdraw 
our applications for membership into the Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, Local No. 70.” 


The foregoing petition in our opinion was a direct case 
of discrimination and our information is to the effect that 
if the petition was not signed by the men their jobs would 
be taken away from them. Immediately after the petition 
was signed by the men the undersigned requested a meet- 
ing with Mr. Joseph R. Knowland, editor and publisher 
of the Tribune, for the purpose of securing an amicable 
adjustment of the unfortunate situation. The meeting was 
agreed to and resulted in an understanding that the entire 
matter would be submitted to the truck drivers for the pur- 
pose of determining who they wished to be their repre- 
sentative in the matter of collective bargaining. This vote 
resulted in five men voting to have the Publishing Com- 
pany represent them and four men voted to have the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters serve as their representative. 
Lo, and behold, on Saturday, November 30, 1935, three of 
the men who had voted to have the Brotherhood of Team- 
sters’ Union, Local No. 70, represent them were discharged 
These men are now members of the brotherhood. 


_ The Publishing Company is at the present time employ- 
ing non-union truck drivers, accompanied by armed 
guards. The non-union men through the activities of the 
Brotherhood of Teamsters are now receiving a higher 
scale of wages than the discharged men formerly received. 
It can readily be seen that the action of the Tribune in 
paying a higher scale of wages is not the cause of the dis- 
charge of union men but clearly shows, in our opinion, 
that it is the determination of the Publishing Company to 
destroy the efforts of their truck drivers to use the brother- 
hood as their medium for collective bargaining. We there- 
fore appeal to the general public, which has always re- 
sponded very favorably when the rights of workers are 
jeopardized, to support the organized labor movement by 
refusing to deal with the Oakland Tribune Publishing 
Company just so long as they carry on their campaign of 
depriving their truck drivers from choosing their own rep- 
resentatives in the matter of collective bargaining.

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IS CAPITALISM COLLAPSING?

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Whenever any existing order fails to satisfy the needs | 
of the masses of the people it becomes merely a matter 
of enough time to get this fact into the heads of the ma- 
jority of the people, when such a system of society must | 
give way to something else. 

For years capitalism has held sway. It is still in pretty | 
complete control of the business, industry and commerce 
of the entire earth. The average individual still dreams 
of a day and hopes for a time when he may become 
wealthy but ever and anon this mirage is ceasing to in- 
fluence those who have chased it only to find it is a hope- | 
less dream. 


Perhaps the chief reason capitalism has survived as 
long as it has is that there have been such a large per- 
centage of people who were hopped up with the notion 
that some day they might become capitalists or at least 
be fairly well-paid flunkies for those who were. 


The present depression has taught millions that all 
their savings and gains under the present system are as 
insecure as shifting sands. The first wash of waves that 
comes along may wreck all their air castles. Then what? 


If all that has been gained from a life-time of hard 
work, frugality and sacrifice can be lost in a night what 
does it profit any man to be dependent for a livelihood on 
such an insecure system of producing and distributing 
wealth > 

There was a time when those who went broke just 
started over again and occasionally made a go of it on the 
second trial. But where can an individual who fails today 
start all over again? The door of opportunity is being 
closed to an ever increasing percentage of individuals, 
while the fields of endeavor formerly open to such as 
they, are being monopolized by gigantic combinations of 
wealth that more and more are hogging it all. 


On all sides we see this process taking place and those 
who argue from the standpoint of trying to do things as 
they used to be done have simply gotten out of touch 
with what is actually taking place. They are living and 
dreaming in a dead past, which no longer exists. What 
does exist is millions of unemployed and added millions 
of bankrupts, who are grasping at anything from a dole 
to a charity job to keep alive. 


Capitalism has failed miserably thus far at solving 
the problems growing out of the present depression. Is 
this an indication that the entire structure of capitalism 
has started to collapse? Well, ‘the test of the pudding is 
in the eating,” is an old saying and where is there a better 
test? 

If capitalism cannot solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment it, like every preceding failure to provide for the 
needs of the people of the age in which any former sys- 
tem was the dominating power in human society, then 
capitalism, like its forerunners, is doomed to fall. 

If capitalism collapses, what is to take its place? 

Before any made-to-order nostrums are accepted 
would it not be about the most sensible thing we and our 
children could do to try something out before we got too | 
cock sure about what is the best course to take? 

If the first experiment we may try fails to fill the bill | 
let us do like every inventor has done, namely try another | 
and so on until something is reached that does work and | 
fills the bill. 

But one thing is certain and that is that if capitalism 
is collapsing and | going to pieces like melting ice floes it 
is high time we were getting serious about looking around 
for something else before it is too late and we all sink. 


NEW ZEALAND GOES LABOR 


At last there is one country where the labor party not 
only is the leading party but has a clear majority over all 
other parties. That country is New Zealand. At the re-| 
cent election eighty representatives were elected and the 
conservatives, who were in power, were able to re-elect 
only 20 of these while the laborites captured 52 seats. 
Eight other seats went to independents. 

For many years New Zealand has been known as one 
of the most progressive and advanced of modern govern- 
ments. Even so the old political parties and combinations 
fought every advance most stubbornly. But gradually the 
majority of the people have been swinging to labor until 
this last election when they captured 62 per cent of the 
seats in the New Zealand parliament. 

This object lesson is something to think about.

‘to Italy.” 

“Our people,” he said, “ought to 
remain off ships likely to be en- 
dangered, and industry should 
protect our seamen from the dan- 
gers they must run if these ship- 
ments are continued. 

He added that “the seamen 
should do all they can to discour- 
age the shipment of goods to 
Italy,” and suggested that organ- 
ized labor might take more drastic 
steps if industry refused to co-op- 
erate with the president in apply- 
| ing the neutrality act. 


‘But 15 States Rea Ready 
For Old Age Pensions 


Only 15 states and the District 
of Columbia have old age pension 
| laws that meet “even the basic re- 
| quirements” of the federal social 
| security act, according to an an- 
| alysis released this week by the 
| American Association for Social 
| Security. 
| Twenty-two states are said to 
have laws that will debar them 
| from federal aid until changed, 
| while 11 states have no pension 
laws at all. 

The states which will “prob- 
ably qualify” are listed as Ala- 
bama, California, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Nebraska, New Hampshire, Okla- 
homa, Oregon, Rhode Island, Ver-

Domestic servants, the largest 
group of women workers, are the 
most helpless and exploited class 
in the country, the women’s bu- 
reau of the department of labor 
declared recently. 

During the depression they have 
suffered severely from lowered 
standards, wages having “dropped 
appallingly,” the bureau says. 
Meanwhile greater demands have 
been made on the workers’ time 
and strength. 

Completely unorganized, domes- 
tics are compelled to accept what- 
ever is offered, the bureau con- 
tinues. In addition, it points out, 
they are denied any benefits under 
the new social security act, are 
protected in no state by legisla- 
tion and in only a few states are 
included in laws for accident com- 
pensation.
